Tn a Tariff Kickers. 

WAitHiNQToif, June 2S.— There is proba> 
biy no branch of the government seryloa 
against which there is so much and so oon- 
stant "kicking" as against the enforcomont 
of the tariff laws. There seems to be a gen- 
eral opinion that there ia no impropriety in 
evading the payment of tariff if it ia possible 
to do so. The rooolt is that tbe mails arriv- 
ing at the treasury department are bur- 
dened with complaints about the enforce- 
ment of the tariff law, and constant and de- 
termined efforts to evade it Gu into tha 
room of the chief officer of the customs

OI* collectors. 

Your average porter aeema to think it is 
his lirst duty to fight on bis customs obaigos, 
and it la a duty which never neglecta, ap- 
parently. His appeals are often based on 
tba most trifling points and tbe most absurd 
construction of the law. Of course in auob 
caaas be is promptly overruled, but that 
don't seem to embarass him in the aligbteat 
dogno^'for be comeo ap smiling in tbe nsat 
roawt with »omo equally absur i propc^tioa 
or appeal, only to be Xnqpked out again. In 
nine oaass out of ton thsidapartmant ^pyatalns 
the ruling of the collector. , U iSi natural 
that it should be so, for hia familiarity with

We will follow tbem to the end of the 
world. Pursue them nntil we make 
tbem honest men or dead bodies ; we will 
uphold tbe law, obey the law and regu- 
late for the future the coadaet of this 
ooaotjr. We will appoint and elect offl- 
cers oapiMe of fatflllinK tbe dntllii of 
honest, efficient, law-abiding people. If 
we cannot gain this rightful end by 
means of peaeefnl arbitration, we shall 
do so by our own strong right arms. We 
intend to protect oar wives, oar property 
and bomea.
